Field Artillery 
Sirs 
Your article on field artillery (LIFE, 
Feb, 10), is extremely well written and 
is worthy of our highest compliments, 
think should be correct 


for the main reason that it is too large a 
unit and second it is not tied in with 
range and horizontal distance. 

‘The angular measurement for all field 
artillery computation is based on the 
mil. A mil is the angle subtended by 
1 yd. normal to your vision at a dis- 
tance of the 1,000 yd. range: there are 
6,400 mils to a circle so that 1 degree 
is equivalent to 17.77 mils. 

‘The above examples show why a de- 
gree is uscless to a field artilleryman 
because it is not tied in with distance, 
whereas the mil considers distance and

THE WAR FROM CAPE TOWN TO CAIRO 


by JOHN S. MARTIN 


Fastest way to go from New York to Egypt today is by way of Brazil, South 
Africa and Cape-to-Cairo airline. Jobn S. Martin, longtime TIME editor 
who has just made this trip for LIFE and TIME, reports on Africa at war, 


Cairo, Feb. 15, 1941—by cable 
Ihavenow completed gigantic 
loop to reach the Middle East 
war theater. From New York 
to Miami, to Barranquilla, to 
Belém, to Rio, to Cape Town, 
to Johannesburg, to Durban, 
to Mozambique, to Kisumu on 
the northeastcorner of LakeVic- 
toria, to Khartoum, and finally, 
past the Sphinx and the Pyra- 
mids to Cairo is one long way 
around Robin Hood’s barn. 

In Cape Town I first met the 
actual presence of war. The 
harbor has regained its historic 
position as a halfway station 
on Britain's lifeline route, now 
that traffic is diverted from 
Suez. The roadstead contained 
freighters of nearly every non- 
Axis flag, lying under the mag- 
nificent, cloud-hung backdrop 
of Table Mountain. 

South Africa combines the 
scenery, geology and vegeta- 
tion of California and Ireland. 
Ic is a duplicate of San Francis- 
co or Monterey. The people are 
healthy, outdoor extroverts. 
Irishmen could take lessons 
here in political passion. The 
Afrikanders (Dutch descend- 
ants) outnumber the British 
three to two, and most of them 
are opposed to the war. They 
are a darkling, cruculent, brur- 
al people, unhappy without a 
quarrel and essentially proud 
Gwhich means they feel in- 
ferior) about their breeding. 
They hate being social oursid- 
ers. The Afrikander women are 


solid and somber, often beauties 
by Rembrandt, Many of the Af- 
rikanders are fine people, how- 
ever, and the intelligenesia 
want a South African Republic. 

There have been riots in 
Johannesburg but two things 
keep scrious trouble from break- 
ing out. One is that half the 
Afrikanders favor British rule. 
The other is South Africa's 
grand old man, General Smuts. 
All South African politics re- 
volve around personalities and 
Smuts is head and shoulders 
above any other. Smuts at 70 
looks 60, with cheeks the color 
of new Cordovan leather, blue 
eyes like rifle bullets, an ad- 
dress like a grandfather, a chin 
like a dagger, a smile like the 
sunrise. 

Smuts says there will be no 
trouble about South Africans 
fighting off thiscontinent. Ican 
well believe the British here 
love to fight. Opposing the 
Boers’ children has nor softened 
them, They are modified by 
the life and climate into a 
strain more Scottish than Eng- 
lish—chunky, ruddy and mus- 
cular or raw-boned and wiry. 
They are wonderful hosts and 
sportsmen, 

Every day at noon all Cape 
Town comes to a standstill for 
two minutes to pray for vic~ 
tory. Even children stop play- 
ing. This midday pause, the 
origin of the Armistice Day 
pause, started in Cape Town in 
1917 and was revived at the

outbreak of this war. The op- 
position uses the custom in 
registering antagonism, simply 
by keeping in motion and audi- 
ble during the sacred seconds. 

The Cape to Cairo airline 
passes through Portuguese East 
Africa, which steams like Bra- 
zil, and is a natural home for 
yellow fever, indolence and 
Portuguese. I went swimming 
at Mozambique, where the air- 
line put us up on a houseboat 
anchored in the harbor instead 
of on shore, thank God. I 
gasped when I felt the water. 
It was above blood heat. That 
night our ship's company was 
joined by a Free Frenchman, 
one Robert Chevalier, who had 
stolen a French trainer plane 
and flown 850 kilometers from 
Madagascar, trying to reach 
British territory. He ran out of 
gas and landed back in the bush 
30 miles from Mozambique. 
We took upa collection of some- 
thing over £6 to help him buy 
an R.A.F. uniform and other 
fixings. 

Onthe flight I read Emil Lud- 
wig's The Nile which is well 
thought of by people who know 
Africa well, and constitutes an 
excellent handbook for anyone 
writing about this war from 
Lake Victoria north. 

We reached Khartoum as the 
sun set. It had just abandoned 
the blackout and was boiling 
with soldiers and correspond- 
ents and women in service and 
guides and the eternal blacks in 
flowing white costumes with 
red fezzes. In just a few weeks 
it had grown enormously, as 
the base for Wavell’s thrusts 
eastward. The Shell engineers 
had been there and had buile 
ten miles of asphalt road over 
the flac desert sands. 

At Khartoum the two Niles 
join, and I tried to arrange a 
stop-over to ascend the Blue 
one into Gojjam Province, 
Abyssinia, where Haile Selassie 
now is, but it was 350 miles, 
mostly by assback, so I skipped 
it. The British lads call Haile 
Selassie ‘Highly Satisfactory.”” 
They call the Abyssinians 
“bos” and the Italians ““Eye- 
ties." They are terrific birds, 
some of these young fighting 
men, cooler than any cucum- 
ber. I hear that after Bardia 
and Tobruch and even Bengasi 
not a British eyebrow was so 
much as raised here in Cairo— 
matter of course, you know.

Washington faces Singapore Crisis in deadly earnest; Balkans crumble under German pressure 


‘The Far Eastern crisis converged on Singapore, Brit- 
ain’s great hase around which revolves all the strat 
egy of the South Pacific. In great liners a force of 
“many thousand” rambunctious Australians steamed 
up the Straits of Johore and landed with full equip- 
ment. They were presently filtered out to stations in 
Malaya, the long, narrow peninsula which leads down 
to the island of Singapore. At the same time, the 
British announced that waters around Singapore had 
been mined and that American bombers bought by 
Australia were on their way across the Pacific. By 
these moves Singapore braced itself for a Japanese at- 
tack which appeared to be in the making. Japanese 
transports were reported landing troops on the island 
of Hainan off the China coast and on points in Indo- 
China within easy striking distance of Singapore. 

‘The British have never figured out any plan for the 
long-run defense of Singapore which does not require 
U.S. naval help. The 
local garrison, strength- 
ened as it was last week, 
ld hold out for a while 
against a Japanese land- 
sea attack—probably long 
enough for the U. S. Fleet 
tomake the run from Pearl 
Harbor to the Far East. 
After that it would be up. 
to the Americans. The 
Japanese Fleet is large but 
is not highly regarded by 
American officers, while the islands of Japan are 
perfect targets for naval and air attack. Hence, if 
the rulers of Japan have to count on U.S. interven- 
tion, they would be taking a very long gamble 
attacking Singapore. 

Last week Washington was making every effort to 
convince the rulers of Japan that, despite America’s 
long years of pacifism, this country is now deadly 
serious about the Far East. Sumner Welles, who was 
acting as Secretary of State for Cordell Hull, turned 
down, with his utmost frigidity, a Japanese state- 
ment that it had no design on Dutch or British terr 
tory. “The Government of the United States,” said 
Mr. Welles, “is far more interested in the deeds of 
other nations than in the statements that some of 
their spokesmen may make.” At the same time the 
House passed unanimously a bill to fortify the island 
of Guam in the western Pacific, which it voted down 
three years ago as a possible offense to Japan. Both 
the Army and the Navy dispatched more planes to 
strengthen their forces in the Pacific. Word was 
passed around that as soon as the Lease-Lend Bill is 
passed, the President may order some cruisers from 
Pearl Harbor to Singapore which, though it is one of 
the world’s three greatest naval bases, has never had 
a capital ship stationed there. 

Washington was not bluffing. War with Japan was 
a day-to-day possibility and there appeared to be 
very little public opposition. A Gallup poll showed 
that 39% of the people were willing to risk war in o1 
der to keep Japan from seizing Singapore and Neth- 
erlands Indies (against 46°, willing). This was 
less than the 68% willing to risk war in Europe but 
it showed a sudden rise in concern about the Far 
East. More important, there seemed to be no fierce 
emotional resistance to war in the Pacific, as there is 
among many people to war in Europe. ‘The strong 
American hatred of war has really been hatred of the 
bloody slaughter which Americans associate with the 
last war. For most Americans a naval war at arm's 
Jength, such as a war with Japan would be, holds no 
such terror.

How fast is your engine production increasing? 

During 1940 Pratt & Whitney Aircraft built more than twice 
as many engines as in 1939. During 1941 we shall more than 
double again our last year’s output. 


How has this increase been achieved? 

By rapid expansion of plant, personnel and machinery—plus 
similar expansion of subcontracting. Since 1939, Pratt & 
Whitney has doubled and redoubled its factory area, and in- 
creased its personnel from 3,000 to nearly 15,000 employees. 
Five hundred subcontractors and suppliers furnish finished 
parts and raw materials, 


Are you producing engines for both Great Britain and 
the United States? 


Yes. Most people do not realize it, but for months a large 
percentage of our engines has been shipped to Great 
Britain. In addition to these continuing requirements we are 
now producing large quantities of engines for the American 
defense program, 


Are you producing engines fast enough to meet airplane 
requirements ? 

Yes, despite heavy shipments abroad. The total engines 
delivered to American airplane manufacturers by Pratt & 
Whitney in 1940 was well above total requirements. There 
were, however, minor shortages in two types amounting to 
less than one day's production, but we were well ahead of 
requirements in all other types. 


Will mass-production help to increase output? 

‘True mass-production is not yet feasible for building aircraft 
engines, Remember that the aircraft program, big as it seems, 
is still dealing with thousands per year—whereas automobile 
ss-production deals with millions. Furthermore, ma: 
ion, by its very nature, calls for “freezing” of specific 
designs. This is impractical in so rapidly advancing an art as 
aircraft design, particularly in war time when engineering 
changesare frequently essential to maintain tactical superiority,

Will the automotive industry be a factor in production? 

Yes, as soon as automotive manufacturers are able to build 
and equip new plants, train new personnel, and adjust them- 
selves to aircraft methods. In this program we are cooperating 
in every possible way. Meanwhile, for at least a year the exist- 
ing aircraft industry must supply the nation with the bulk of 
its engines. 


How big is the job ahead? 

During the two fiscal years ending June 30, 1942, Pratt & 
Whitney is facing the task of producing more aircraft engines 
than were produced during the first World War by all Amer- 
ican manufacturers, including ten in the automotive industry. 


Can it be done? 

We are confident that it can, but the job will not be easy. We 
must again double our production. We must install more 
machinery, train five to ten thousand new employees, and in- 
crease our operating efficiency still further.

FROM HIS CAIRO DESK, GENERAL SIR ARCHIBALD WAVELL RUNS A COMMAND OF 2, 


WAVELL 


(by cable from Cairo, Feb. 20) 
I the bright but chilly dawn of a December 
morning in Cairo, twelve British and Ameri- 
can war correspondents were routed out of their 
hotel beds by telephone calls. The message co 
cach was: ‘General Wavell will meet the mem- 
bers of the press accredited to his forces in his 
office at headquarters at 10:15 today. Please be 
on time."" 

It was Dec. 9. The correspondents, arriving 
at GHQ, found General Sir Archibald Percival 
Wavell, Commander in Chief in the Middle 
East, leaning against the front of his tidy, 
businesslike desk, pencil in one hand, sheet of 
flimsy paper in the other. He wasted no words: 

“Gentlemen, this morning at dawn our troops 
opened attack against Italian positions at Sidi 
Barrni."* He glanced at the paper. “I've just 
this moment received the first report from the 
field which says that two hours after the attack 
began we took our first objective, Nibeiwah, 
captured some prisoners and a fair amount of 
matériel. The operation is continuing." 

This was the biggest British military news 
since Dunkirk. As he looked at his listeners’ 
faces, General Wavell allowed a ghost of a smile 
to ctinkle the skin around his monocle and 
soften the lines of his trap jaw. “Ic would be 
interesting to know," he observed, “whether 
any of you had any idea the attack had started.”” 

‘The answer was no, even from several corres- 
pondents who had been with the army in the

western desert two days before. With the de- 
velopment of air reconnaissance, it had generally 
been accepted that surprise was no longer feas- 
ible in the desert. That yery morning a military 
correspondent of a German paper had written: 
“Neither of the parties can carry out a surpriseat- 
tack in the western desert because of natural ob- 
stacles and because preparation of mechanized 
forces for a big offensive cannot be concealed.”” 

Yet Wavell had sprung the attack as a com- 
plete surprise. The plan had its origin, as 
Wavell tells it, last fall: “I sat in my office, day 
after day, looking at a map of Italian positions 
in and around Sidi Barrani. One day I was con- 
vinced that the enemy's positions were faulty 
and that we could beat them at their own door 
with inferior numbers. I called in General 
O'Connor and General Wilson who assured me 
that the plan could be carried out and supplies 
and communications maintained.” 

The principle of deception was applied by a 
brilliane ruse. Oue on the road to Sidi Barrani 
the British built a big dummy camp, apparently 
as the base of attack. Night and day long lines 
of trucks moved back and forth to the camp, 
apparently bringing up supplies. Wooden tanks, 
trucks and ammunition dumps were constructed. 
Meanwhile che real base camp, much smaller, 
was set up in the desert, far to the south. 

Twice the attack was postponed. Then, early 
in December, having attained ““an inferiority of

only 1 to 2,"" Wavell gave the signal for attack. 
The men taking part in it thought at firse they 
were on maneuver. During the day the infantry 
were marched along the skyline of the Libyan es- 
carpment, as if for a frontal attack on Sidi 
Barrani, raising a cloud of dust which could 
easily be seen by the Italians, That night they 
were carried in trucks to the real forward camp, 
where the Armored Division was waiting, and 
at dawn the next morning they attacked. The 
first object was to put out of action the Italian 
Armored Division of General Maletti, stationed 
in two camps to the south of Sidi Barréni. The 
sleeping Maletti Division was taken so com- 
pletely by surprise that most of its tanks were 
never even manned. After that the British Ar- 
mored Division swept around to the coast at 
Buqbuq and the infantry closed in on Sidi Bar- 
rani from all sides. 

General Wavell had so planned his attack 
that, if Sidi Barrani had not fallen within three 
days, he could have withdrawn without damage 
to his own position. But he was set to push on 
swiftly if Sidi Barrani did fall. When this hap- 
pened the British offensive unrolled like clock- 
work, mile on mile across the western desert, 
collapsing one enemy stronghold after another 
until the Italian power was broken in North 
Africa, The world agreed with Germany's Gen- 
eral Keitel that ““Wavell is the best general the 
British have, and he is very, very good.”

WAVELL (continued) 


Sir Archibald Percival Wavell is the military master of almost 
2,000,000 square miles in the Middle East. His dominion covers 
Egypt, the Sudan, Kenya, Somaliland, Palestine, Trans-Jordan, Cy 
prus, Crete and now Libya. It is acommand unique in British militar} 
history, more extensive and more complex than that of Lord Allenby, 
the hero of the 1917 Palestine campaign. It embraces some of the 
toughest fighting land in the world. 

General Wavell runs his vast command quietly from a small, bare 
office on the third floor of his Cairo headquarters. Much of the time 
he is in the field, flying constantly to outlying British positions, in 
the western desert, in East Africa or in Greece. He likes to drop in 
on distant camps and sit down to a detailed discussion of the local 
situation. Not long before the western campaign got under way he 
stood on a hill in Eritrea, 1,000 miles to the south, and, with mono- 
cle screwed into his good right eye, watched a pitched battle be- 
tween advancing British forces and the retreating Italians. During 
the Libyan advance he flew back and forth between Cairo and the front. 

While his plane is in the air, Wavell sometimes takes the controls 
for a while but he does not try to take off or land. On long flights 
he sleeps, after first telling the pilot to wake him if anything of in- 
terest is sighted. Flying to Crete, where he went to direct British 
aid for the Greeks, he re-read Browning. Wavell reads widely, has 
a special taste for Shakespeare and P. G. Wodehouse, and likes to 
point up his instructions with a quotation. One favorite is: “It is 
better to travel hopefully than to arrive,” a quotation which was 
once turned back on him by his chauffeur when the chauffeur lost 
his way in the desert. 

Wavell plugs long hours at his job but still finds time for exercise 
and some social life. In the morning he takes a swim and a canter 
at the Gezirah Sporting Club and occasionally after lunch he gets in 
nine holes of golf before driving back to work in his black Packard. 
Late in the afternoon he sometimes stops in at the swank Mena 
House in the shadow of the pyramids for a drink and on Sundays 
the Wavells entertain 60 or 70 people—officers and their families, 
prominent Egyptians and visiting dignitaries—at cocktail parties 
But Cairo gossips and Italian spies who try to guess military moves 
from observation of the Commander in Chief's social life have been 
sadly misled. The day before the big push in the west, Wavell was 
sitting on the veranda of the Mena House sipping a cocktail. This 
may have been a deliberate move to mislead the Italians but Wavell’s 
chief work on the campaign had been done long before. Neither 
setbacks nor successes ripple the smooth execution of his plans. In 
November the news that Berbera, capital of British Somaliland, had 
fallen to the Italians did not interrupt his morning swim. In 
December he went on a shooting trip with King Farouk of Egypr, 
three days after the start of the western offensive. 


“Good generals run in all shapes” 


Wavell has said that “Good generals, like good race horses, run 
in all shapes.” He was speaking of his hero, Allenby, a great lion 
of a man whose imperious bearing was enough to stiffen a battle 
line. Wavell has no such physical advantage, being crim but rather 
chunky. Good generals vary in other ways. There are explosive 
generals, like Allenby, and even-tempered, close-mouthed generals, 
like ““Guinea-a-word"’ Wavell. There are good generals with brains 
and good generals without. Hindenburg was a good general though

Wavell is a brainy general who has twelve articles in the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica and can quote Browning by the page 

Wavell’s home, which he shares with his second in command, 
General Henry M. Wilson, is a big house set in the middle of Cairo's 
botanical gardens. With him are his wife, whose father was a 
colonel, and his three daughters, attractive in the cool English 
style. Pamela, the eldest, is a nurse, while Felicity and Joan are 
GHQ secretaries. Joan's hard work has earned her the nickname 
“Trooper by which she is known to everyone at Headquarters, 
even the door of her office bearing a slip “Trooper Wavell."” Wavell’s 
only son, Archie, is following the family tradition as an officer in 
the Black Watch 

Wavell’s background is strictly military. His father was a major 
general, his grandfather a soldier of fortune who served under the 
flags of Spain and Venezuela, The last non-military Wavell was his 
great-grandfather, a physician of note who discovered the mineral 
wavellite. Archibald Percival was born near his father's barracks 
in Essex and at 6, on a crip to India, got his first look at Egypt, the 
scene of his future triumph. A child of few words, he simply noted 
in his diary for July 1889: “Went ashore at Port Said.”” 

After a proper schooling at Winchester and Sandhurst, Wavell 
joined the Black Watch Regiment and went off to fight the Boers in 
South Africa. In 1916 the War Office sent him to Russia, where he 
spent two years as military attaché and learned to speak fluent 
Russian, a language which may yet be useful to a British general in 
this war. He has visited Russia half a dozen times since, notably in 
1936 when he was greatly impressed by the Russian experiments 
with parachute troops, and wrote home favorable reports of them, 
which the War Office ignored. Wavell’s interest in parachute 
troops bore fruit last fortnight when he became the first British 
general ro use them himself 

During the first World War, Wavell was a brigade major. He won 
the Military Cross, lost his left eye in the Ypres offensive and ac- 
quired a strong distaste for the bloody, plodding kind of fighting 
that went on in France. In Wavell’s firm conviction, it was no kind 
of warfare for the British. Their genius, he says, “‘lies in the light- 
ning attack, a quick rain of blows on a bewildered adversary and 
victory by a knockout.” 


Allenby taught him desert warfare 


That, at least, is Wavell’s own genius, He learned it in the years 
1917-18 in Palestine, from that master of desert warfare, Allenby. 
Transferred to Allenby’s command in 1917, Wavell rose to be his 
Chief of Staff. In the Palestine campaign, which established Allen- 
by’s reputation as the greatest British general of the last war, Wav- 
ell learned many of the tricks which he later used against the Ital- 
ians. Allenby's brilliant use of deception in the Giza battle he 
copied, almost soldier for soldier, in the attack on Sidi Barrani. 
Allenby’s use of cavalry was the model for Wavell’s use of mech- 
anized units. Allenby’s insistence on swift exploitation of the ene- 
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Field Marshal Allenby, Viscount Allenby of Megiddo and Felixstowe, victor of the 


ine campaign in World War I, was Wavell’s hero and teacher in desert warfare

my’s first retreat was the inspiration for Wavell’s relentless pursuit 
of the Italians across the Libyan desert. Last year Wavell published 
a biography of his hero entitled: Allenby: a Study in Greatness. It is 
aremarkably readable book, notable for over 200 references to Allen- 
by's personal characteristics. 

Wavell’s original mind, which endeared him to Allenby, made 
him a thorn in the side of Army stuffed shirts when he returned to 
England after the war. They especially resented a stunt of Wavell’s 
at the Aldershot maneuvers in 1936. To show up War Office stupid- 
ity, he put on the road a division complete with all che impedimenta 
and equipment then called for by regulations. It made a 15-mile 
road jam of infantry, mulecarts and motor transports, One result 
was that the Army dropped tons of obsolete equipment such as 
mosquito nets from its regulations. Another result was that Wavell 
was swept off to Palestine on a wave of brass-hat displeasure. 

Palestine had been the grave of several military reputations. 
Wavell arrived in 1937, at the height of the Arab-Jew riots and 
used an iron hand to break the terror. His was the system of “flying 
columns" which rounded up bands of Arab terrorists for hanging 
or prison. It was a distasteful job and Wavell was called “the great 
bloodhound,” but he restored order ro the country. 

Wavell was made Commander in Chief of the Middle East in July 
1939, but until the Fall of France the British forces in Egype were 
no more than a local garrison, meant to work under the supreme 
command of Weygand who had a much larger French force in Syria. 
Only after June did Britain stare building the army which Wavell 
led to victory in December. 


Many races mingle in the Imperial Army of the Nile 


The Imperial Army of the Nile is the most heterogeneous army 
in modern history. Its central core of strength is a body of 100,000 
British and 30,000 Australians and New Zealanders. But added onto 
these are native troops from four continents: Indians, Arabs, Eth- 
iopians, Maoris, Punjabis, Mauritians and others. And added onto 
these are the “*Allied’” battalions: Free French, Czechs and Poles. 

Each national force retains its owa identity and customs. Every 
British commander of native troops must speak the native tongue. 
Before the western campaign began, a visitor walking through the 
miles of tents in the desert camp at night could see Maoris doing 
bush dances around campfires, Hindus practicing yoga and Moslems 
building shrines to Allah out of chromium bottle tops. 

The problem of feeding this army would stagger any commissary, 
for Wavell knew better than to put them all on British rations. 
Instead the supply ships which dock at Alexandria bring rice for 
the Arabs and Hindus, meat for the Australians, special vegetables 
for the New Zealanders, red wine and bread for the French, olives 
for the Cyprians, macaroni for the Maltese. 

Had Wavell tried to force all his troops into one mold, he would 
have had endless trouble. By allowing each national group to re- 
tain its individuality, he has built up a magnificent morale. Native 
officers accost their accessible Commander in Chief and beg him to 
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Sir Henry Maitland Wilson (ewnr), “Jumbo”, is Wayell’s second-in-command. He

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allow their troops to lead the next advance. Often in the desert, 
Wavell will look up at the morning sky, test the sand underfoot 
and say: “Well, boys, this feels like an Australian sand to me this 
morning, and that sun up there has a French look to me; the Austra- 
lians and French will lead the attack.” Wavell’s is the firse Allied 
army of this war in which the troops have gone into battle singing. 
The Australians, stars of the western campaign, made The Wigand 
of Ox famous as a battle song but there are many others. The Free 
French have revived Sambre et Meuse, an ancient Revolutionary 
hymn about an old king who told his troops to retire (as Pétain did) 
but whose troops ignored him and fought on to victory. 

Most of the North African desert is not a sea of flowing dunes 
like that seen in Marlene Dietrich movies, but a hard, flac rock 
on which an ugly green lichen grows after the infrequent rainstorms, 
The rock makes a fairly good roadbed for balloon-tired tanks or 
trucks and its deep gullies called wadis offer hiding places in the day. 
Drivers must navigate by compass. Across the rock move great 
shifting dunes and through the air blows the fierce sand-laden 
khamsin, forcing men to don gas masks, clogging carburetors and 
bringing all fighting to a temporary stop. In Allenby's time about 
the only motor vehicle used in the desert was the Model T Ford, 
which any trooper could take apart and put together again. Now 
the problem of sand in motors has been conquered sufficiently to 
permit the operation of Rolls-Royce airplane engines. 

The movements of sand are a full-time study for experts. One 
movement was imaginatively described by Philip Jordan in the New 
York Times: ‘Dunes breed in somewhat the same way as mammals 
breed. Two dunes draw together, fuse for a while, then separate, 
Later one of them swells and finally gives off a smaller dune that 
grows with the years.” Attached to General Wavell’s staff is ‘the 
world’s greatest sand expert,”” whose name the British do not reveal. 
[U. S. experts believe it is Major Ralph Alger Bagnold.—ED.] 

Water, the biggest problem of any desert army, is especially im- 
portant to British troops which require the comparatively high 
ration of about half a gallon per day per man. When the Italians 
moved up to Sidi Barrani, they laid a 7o-mile pipeline back to their 
base but Wavell’s men had no time for pipelines. The problem was 
solved by water trucks and by the fleet, which ferried water to 
points all along the line of pursuit. 


He once exchanged daggers with Graziani 


Before the battle of Libya, Wavell and Graziani were regarded 
as the two modern masters of desert fighting, with Graziani accorded 
the edge over Wavell. At one point, during the last war when both 
were serving in Africa their paths had crossed. Together they had 
captured Kufra Oasis, an outpost held by the rebellious Senussis, 
and afterwards had exchanged daggers inscribed “United we are the 
masters."” Then and throughout their careers, Wavell was regarded 
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as methodical, tenacious, professional while Graziani was the bril- 
liant, dashing condottiere. Yet when they met in battle it was Graziani 
who dug cautiously in behind barbed wire, Wavell who flanked and 
surprised him in a stunning attack. “A good general has a touch 
of the gambler," Wavell says. 

The Libyan campaign was a masterpiece of smooth co-ordination 
of land, sea and air forces. Under Air Commodore Raymond Colli- 
shaw of Vancouver, B, C., the R. A. F. bombed 500 Italian planes 
out of commission on the ground. The Navy played an equally 
important role in the campaign. It was Admiral Sir Andrew Cun- 
ningham’s Mediterranean Fleet which, by driving the Italian Fleet 
off the open sea, cut Graziani’s supply line from Italy and marooned 
him beyond help of re-inforcements. Later the Fleet bombarded the 
Italian positions in Libya, brought up water and gasoline for 
Wavell’s troops and took away thousands of Italian prisoners. 

Wavell's commanders in the field are given wide latitude of action 
within the general plan and full credit when they succeed. The 
Libyan campaign made at least two other heroes besides Wavell in 
General Sir Henry Maitland (‘‘Jumbo") Wilson, the field com- 
mander, and General Richard Nugent O'Connor, commander of the 
Armored Division. This spirit of individual enterprise extends 
down to the privates. "My ideal infantryman,” Wavell once said, 
“should have the qualities of a successful poacher, a cat, burglar 
and a gunman.” 


Swift pursuit leads to victory 


A cardinal principle of Wavell’s strategy, which he learned from 
Allenby, is swift pursuit. After the fall of Sidi Barréni he never 
gave the enemy a chance to dig in deep or to mount a counter- 
attack, “To the uninitiated,"” he writes in Allenby, “pursuit seems 
the easiest possible form of war. To chase a flying, presumably de- 
moralized enemy must be a simple matter, promising much gain at 
the expense of some exertion and hardship, but little danger. Yet 
the successful or sustained pursuits of history have been few, the 
escapes from a lost bactle many."” As the enemy falls back on de- 
pots and re-inforcements, he is growing stronger all the time, while 
the pursuer outruns his supplies. Also, troops which have won a 
victory—officers as well as men—tend to relax and take it easy. “En- 
ergy in pursuit is the surest test of a commander's strength of will.” 

By last week General Wayell was approaching the mopping-up 
stage of his African operations, His eyes were turned to the north, 
where British parachute troops had landed in Italy, where British 
planes and ships were harrying the Italians in Albania, where the 
Turks showed signs of readiness to roll over before a German drive 
through the Balkans. 

Events seemed to be shaping toward an even more important role 
for Britain's most successful general, If Britain is to win the war she 
must probably strike ac Germany by land and one place to strike 
is from the south, at the “soft under side’' of the German monster. 
The nucleus of the mighty army she would need for such a drive is 
Wavell’s army and the likeliest field commander is Wavell. No gener- 
al could fail to be stirred by the prospect of a campaign which might 
win him a place beside Marlborough and Wellingcon, But it has its 
personal drawback for a literary general. Wavell has been trying for 
over a year to get on with asccond book about Allenby. “I want 
to finish it,” he says unhappily, “but I just can't find the time.”
